Inch, 12 Inches a Foot, 3 Feet a^Sfard, 5 Yards & 
an half one Pole or Perch, 40 Perches make a Fur- 
long, 8 Furlongs make a Mile, in a Mile are 320 
Perches or Poles, 1066 Paces, 1408 Eils, 1760 
Yards, 5280 Feet ; 63360 Inches; 190080 Barley- 
corns. .
